Council wa« called 
order laat even­ 
ing at 8:16 with Memb« ‘rs Fnrinton, 
Kent, Challia, Stewart and Marshall 
present. 
The minutea were read and approved, 
and the Minerva atreet ordinance wa« 
laid over for two wet» k« .

They were r»«- 
ferred fo the light committee with th« * 
snggestion that they be oonsideriHi in 
their regular order. A petition to es­ 
tablish a Htn'et car route, with no tun« 
outs, from (ieorge P. Rust and others, 
wa« received and filed. 
Finance and light committees r* 
ported having had a txinference with a 
representative of the light company, and 
recommended that council enter into a 
contract with the 
present comiwny. 
The contract was read by the clerk, and 
calls for 8 6 arc lights of 
2,001) candle 
power, at |8 0 each per re a r; »0 lights 
for 178; 96 lights for |77, and 1 00 lights 
for 17« , the city to have the right at tho 
end of thre« * ytiars to have the price fixed 
by thri*e disinterested arbitrators, or 
may, if they so d(>sire, buy the plant by 
paying the actual cash value. 
The 
price to private consumers shall not be 
more than 75 cents p**r hundred amfsTe 
hour, Bubjeet to a discount of 20 per 
oeut if paid before the loth of each 
month. 
Arc lights of 2,000 candle 
power are to cost ♦*) per month. The 
oontract is dated from March 1, 1897, to 
March 1, 1907. The report wa« received 
and filed, but Mr. Stewart W'anted to 
know if some action could not be taken,

A petition from firnaslej 
street said that not one ray of light was 
shed on their street from where the 
lamp is m w located, and asked that 
council consider their trouble so long 
and patiently endured. They were re 
ferrcd to the light committee with the 
suggestion that they l»e considered in 
their regular order. 
A petition to es­ 
tablish a street ear route, with no turn­ 
outs, from George P. Rust aud oth*Ts. 
was received and filed. 
Finance and light committees rf 
ported having had a conference with a 
representative of the light company, and 
recommended that council (‘lifer into a 
contract with the 
present company. 
The contract was read by the clerk, and 
calls for 86 arc lights of 2,000 candle 
power, at $80 each per rear; 90 lights 
for |78 ; 95 lights for $77, and IOO lights 
for $76, the city to have the right at the 
end of three years to have the price fixed 
by thre*e disinterested arbitrators, or 
may, if they so desire, buy the plant by 
paying the actual cash value.

price to private consumers shall not be 
more than 75 cents per hundred ampere 
hour, subject to a discount of 20 per 
cent if paid before tho loth of each 
month.

The im portance of 
this mov einent canmit be exaggerat« -« !. 
The exact whereabouts of (7« -neral 
W eyler is not known, but he is t*e-
